Browy, Taccarp & Cuase favor us with a copy of “ Knitting-Work: a 
Web of many Textures, wrought by Ruth Partington, (B. P. Shillaber.)” 
Referring to the propriety of a Preface, the author cbserves: ‘* Mrs. Part- 
ington, no less than the Roman dame, should be above suspicion ; theretore, 
this heralding should be avoided, and her name left with only its olden 
reputation resting about it, like the halo of a cobweb and dust about an 
ancient vintage of port. Her coadjutors, Dr. Spooner, Old Roger, and 
Wideswarth, representing the profound, the jolly, and the sentimental, need 
no endorsement among the enlightened many who will buy this book ; and 
we can safely leave them, as lawyers sometimes do their cases when they 
have nothing to say, without argument. Again, all will see for themselves 
the acid and sugar, and spirit and water, comprised in the contents of the 
volume,—forming the components of a sort of intellectual punch, of which 
they can partake to any exteut, without headache or heartache, as the 
sedate therein forms a judicious corrective of the eccentric and gay which 
might intoxicate. The illustrations, by Hoppin, tell their own story, and 
need no further commendation than their great excellence. The local mean- 
ing of many of the sayings and doings of the book will, of course, be readily 
understood, without explanation or apology; and the new matter will be 
distinguished from the old, by the quality of novelty that generally attaches 
to that with which we are not so familiar. I thought somewhat of giving 
the name beneath each individual represented in our frontispiece: but the 
idea was dispelled in a moment, by the reflection that Mrs. Partington—the 
central sun of our social system—could not be misinterpreted; while Dr. 
Spooner, Prof. Wideswarth, Old Roger, and Ike, were equally well defined ; 
and the skill of the artist in depicting them needed no aid.” The venerable 
dame has been apparelled by the publishers in a style that may endanger 
her humility. The illustrations are very spirited, full justice being done to 
the precocious genius of “ Ike.”

Of this work the 
publishe.s observe: ‘The Book of Job is now presented to the public to- 
gether with the writings of the Prophets, through a desire of the Author to 
offer a larger instalment of the Ancie:.t Scriptures. The Book of Job is con- 
fessedly a work of very great antiquity, and a most elegant specimen of 
Hebrew poetry. Its unity of design, grandeur of description, and wel!-sus- 
tained variety of characters, entitle it to be regarded as an epic of great 
literary merit. The Publishers feel gratified in being able to announce the 
completion of this highly important work on the Scriptures, from the pen of 
our Most Rev. Archbishop, The favor with which the three volumes al- 
ready published of his revision uf the Douay Version have been received, 
and the encouragement given to the prosecution of the work by the late 
Council of Baltimore, as also by other Prelates in this country and Europe, 
have caused him to prepare the present volume, which contains the Bouk of 
Job, with all the Writings of the Prophets.

‘This series is very excellently got up, neatly and 
clearly printed, and well bound. 
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J. S. Reprrecp has reprinted from advance sheets “A Select Glossary of 
English Words used formerly in senses different from their present, by 
Richard Chenevix Trench, D D., Dean of Westminster, author of “The 
Study of Words,” “ English, Past and Preseni,” ete. The author says in the 
course of his Preface: “ This volume is intended to be a contribution, I am 
aware a very slight one, to a special branch of the study of our own lan- 
guage. It proposes to trace in a popular manner and for general readers the 
changes of meaning which so many of its words have undergone; words 
which, as current with us as they were with our forefathers, yet mean 
something different on our lips from what they meant upon theirs. Of my 
success in carrying out the scheme which I had set before myself, it does 
not become me to speak, except to say that I have fallen a good deal below 
my hopes, and infinitely below my desires.

D. Aprrteron & Co. publish “ A Popular Treatise on Gems, in reference 
to their Scientifie Value: a Guide for the Teacher of Natural Sciences, the 
Lapidary, Jeweller, and Amateur: together with a Description of the Ele- 
ments of Mineralogy, and all Ornamental and Architectural Materials,” by 
Dr. L. Feuchtwanger. The author says: ‘In none of the numerous works 
on Mineralogy that have lately been published, have Gems been treated in 
a manner commensurate with the important rank which they hold in the 
mineral kingdom. ‘The author of this treatise published in 1858 a small 
work on Gems, which was well received by the scientific world. As that 
edition was soon disposed of, the author intended to issue a larger and im- 
proved edition, but close application to his legitimate pursuits prevented him 
from accomplishing that object. In 1851 he visited the London Exhibition, 
where the treasures of the mineral kingdom, and the profusion of brilliant 
and costly gems from all quarters of the globe, formed a collection such as 
had never before been witnessed; and he then resolved to embo'y the facts 
which he had there collected in a new work on Gems, which he has been 
encouraged to publish by the solicitations of numerous teachers and jewellers, 
who had used his former treatise as a work of reference, and who wish to 
have a work that will impart useful and correct information in regard to the 
locality and value of Gems in the present state of scientific knowledge.” 
Also, the * History of France, from the Earliest Times to 1848,” by the Rev. 
James White, author of “The Eighteen Christian Centuries.” This work 
“aims at something higher than a mere epitome, for it founds itself on a great 
deal of various reading, and gives results more than abstracts. At the same 
time, it devotes sufficient space to any occurrences which seem to have a 
general bearing on the progress or character of the nation.”

‘The motive for selecting this portion 
of the word of God for commentary has been, that in no equally limited portion 
are so plainly expressed or significantly interwoven, the three essential ele- 
ments of religion—doctrine, experience, and practical duties The work is, 
not designed for the learned. Nor is this the great need of the church at 
this day. That there is, in fact, an excess of this kind of instruction, we 
have no idea. But there is relatively. The great want of the church, at 
this period of her history and efforts, is the nourishment of the ‘inner man’ 
—the illumination of the heart, by a clear and rich acquaintance, not with 
verbal or historical criticism, but with the scope a moral foree of the 


word of God. However imperfectly the means of this are furnished in these 
notes,—and of their imperfections no reader can be more sensible than the 
writer himself,—an honest and somewhat laborious effort has been made to 
instruct the plain Christian, who hungers for the ‘ bread of life,’ and to in- 
spire him with a stronger desire for it.”
